1. THIS REPORT GIVES A SUMMARY OF POLITICAL VIOLENCE AND 
TERRORIST ACTIVITIES THAT HAVE COME TO OUR ATTENTION DURING 
NOVEMBER . 

2. NOV 2 - TWO PERSONS BELIEVED TO BE TERRORISTS TOOK CONTROL 
OF A BUS IN THE FEDERAL CAPITAL, THREATENED THE DRIVER AND 
PASSENGERS WITH WEAPONS, FORCED THEM TO EVACUATE THE BUS AND 
THEN SET IT ON FIRE. 

- A FIRE BOMB AND SUBVERSIVE LEAFLETS WERE LEFT ON THE 
TRACKS OF THE SARMIENTO RR LINE IN BUENOS' AIRES PROVINCE. 

NOV. 3 - UNKNOWN INDIVIDUALS SEQUESTERED ALEJANDRO FARIAS, 

SON OF A LOCAL NONCOMMISSIONED POLICE OFFICER IN LA PLATA, 
THREATENED HIM AND QUESTIONED HIM CONCERNING HIS FATHER' S'- 
ACTIVITIES IN THE POLICE DEPT. HE WAS LATER RELEASED. 
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- A FEDERAL POLICE NONCOMMISSIONED OFFICER WAS SHOT AND 
WOUNDED BY UNIDENTIFIED PERSONS WHEN HE STOPPED THEIR VEHICLE 
TO QUESTION THEM.

NOTE: ALTHOUGH THESE ACTIVITIES HAVE OFTEN BEEN ATTRI- 
BUTED TO TERRORISTS, SECURITY SOURCES HAVE STATED THEY 
ARE RESPONSIBLE FOR MOST OF THESE THEFTS.

AGENCY AT ALBARINOS AND AVENIDA DEL TRABAJO. THE 
EXPLOSION CAUSED CONSIDERABLE MATERIAL DAMAGE TO THE AGENCY

3. RSO COMMENT: THE LEVEL OF TERRORIST ACTIVITY IN NOV 
SIDERABLY LOWER THAN PREVIOUS MONTH. FOR THE MOST 
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PART, ACTS ARE SPONSORED BY SMALL GROUPS OF 3-4 PEOPLE 
AND ARE DIRECTED AT GOVT PERSONNEL, SECURITY FORCES AND 
EXECUTIVES OF BUSINESS COMPANIES. CAR AGENCIES 
AND THE AUTO INDUSTRY IN GENERAL APPEAR TO BE A HIGH 
PRIORITY MONTONERO TARGET. SECURITY SERVICES PERSONNEL 
FEEL THAT MONTONERO ELEMENTS REMAINING IN ARGENTINA 
ARE FOR THE MOST PART LOW-LEVEL OPERATIVES. THEY 
EXPRESSED SOME CONCERN THAT THE MONTONEROS MIGHT STAGE 
A SPECTACULAR TO COMMEMORATE THE MONTE CHINGOLO INCIDENT 
OF DECEMBER 23, 1975. 
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
